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Enrollment sets record 

Faculty, staff added to handle increase 


With 8,199 students, TJC has its 
highest fall semester enrollment 
ever, due primarily to the new TASP 
test and the need for advanced lam¬ 
ing and job skills, Registrar Bob 
Cullinssaid. 

fenrollment has increased 28.2 
percent in the last five years, most of 
it in day students. 

The College has 75 more stu¬ 
dents than in the fall term last 
year. Slightly more than half, 52 
percent, are full-time, taking 12 
hours or more and 48 percent are part 
time students. 


This year marks the 

largest increase in 
teachers in years,' 
Cullins said. 


This brings each student to an 
average of 10.3 semester hours, 
Cullins said. 

Women outnumber men, 58 to 
42 percent. 

Not only have student numbers 
increased, but faculty and staff have 


been added. 

This year marks the largest in¬ 
crease in teachers in years, Cullins 
said. 

Seventeen faculty and 36 staff 
have been hired, Personnel Services 
Director Linda Fleet said. 

The new staff includes 13 in 
maintenance and six in food service. 

Opening of the new Student 
Center and the Regional Training 
and Development Center created a 
need for many of these, Fleet said. 

Among other staff are four resi¬ 
dence hall coordinators and seven 
secretaries, she said. 

Classes with highest enrollment 
are computer courses, science, math 
and developmental reading. 

The increased enrollment has 
caused problems with parking, book 
shortages and an overcr6wded Stu¬ 
dent Center. _ 

Opening of the new Bob and Lou 
Rogers Student Center and three 
parking lots which have been added 
will help solve some of these prob¬ 
lems. 

There are adequate classrooms 
for use from 7 a.m. to 10 p.m., Cullins 
said. 

Cullins predicts that enrollment 
will continue to increase, but says 
TJC will handle it. 


Monday last day to apply for fall grads 

Monday is the deadline for applying for fall graduadon. According 
to a nodce given to instructors, candidates can apply in the registrar’s 
office until 8 p.m. Monday. The office is open from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
Monday through Thursday and until 5 p.m. Friday. 

A fee of $15 is required with all applications. This is a policy of the 
Board of Trustees, Said Registrar Cullins. 

No commencement is planned for fall graduates.

Rogers Student Center 
to open Friday 


3 Fair days remain 

Only three days remain to 
enjoy the 74th annual East Texas 
Fair at the fairgrounds located next 
to Harvey Convention Center on 
West Front Street. The Fair exhib¬ 
its are open from 11 a.m. until 10 
p.m. through Saturday. Rides are 
open from 4 p.m* to midnight daily. 

The East Texas Fair began in 
1912 at its present location. The 72 
acres were used as both park and 
fairgrounds. Harvey Covention 
Center and Rose Stadium now 
stand on part of the origrinal fair¬ 
grounds. 

The Fair began 77 years as a 
place for farmers to compare live¬ 
stock and produce. Over the years, 
entertainment, such as singers and 
shows, has been added, along with 
carnival rides. 

Admission costs $3 for adults, 

$ i for children ages 6 lo 15 and 
children under 6 are admitted free. 
Concession stands offer food from 
hamburgers to sausage-on-a-stick. 
Ride tickets cost 40 cents each or 
18 for $6. The rest of the Fair is 
free. 

Besides the arts and crafts 
exhibits, the Fair includes a wide 
variety of performances and exhib- 
its for the whole family. 


The new Robert M. and Louise 
H. Rogers Student Center is sched¬ 
uled to open Friday. The building 
will be dedicated Oct. 22. 

The S6..25 million structure will 
contain expanded facilities for stu¬ 
dents, Physical Plant Director Bill 
Parker said. 

Many familiar services from the 
old Student Center will be trans¬ 
ferred. The new cafeteria and dining 
hall which will seat about 250 stu¬ 
dents, the snack bar and the book 
store are among those. 

The Dean of Students and Coun¬ 
seling Center offices will moveto- 
morrow and Friday. 

The Center will provide more 
room for such programs as testing. 
The counseling staff administers the 
TASP and State Insurance tests as 
well as others. 

The testing area in the old Center 
holds 15 to 18 students. The new 
Center has room to test 40 to 50 
students at a time, Counseling Direc¬ 
tor Frankie Muffoletto said. 

Because the new Center is in the 
middle of the campus, it is more ac¬ 


cessible to students who will use it to 
eat lunch, relax and socialize, Muf¬ 
foletto said. 

Plans are for spring registration 
to be in the Student Center, he said. 

Two game rooms and a lounge 
area are located on the second floor. 

The new building received its 
name from the Rogerses who do¬ 
nated $900,000 to fund both con¬ 
struction costs and the Rogers En¬ 
dowment for Excellence. 

The new Center replaces the old 
Student Center which had become 
too old and too small, for current 
enrollment. 

Parker emphasized that the main 
purpose of the new Student Center is 
“to function as a place for students.” 

The old Center will be demol¬ 
ished except for the area which 
houses the Counseling Center and 
campus police. A new administrative 
center will be built where the old 
building was. 

Administrative offices will 
move there from Jenkins Hall. Then 
the area occupied by administration 
will be renovated for classroom use.

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Students gain 194 parking spaces to ease problem 


Students gained 194 new 
parking spaces this month with the 
completion of the Palmer Street 
parking lot addition.

To ease the eternal parking 
problems, two additional lots were 
opened Sept. 1. One provides 48 
spaces for faculty east of the new 
Student Center.

Parker does not anticipate any 


additional lot construction this yeai. 
“The busiest time is from 11 a.m. 
through lunch on Mondays and 
Wednesdays,” and the new lots 
“should take care of it,” he said. 

Dean of Students William R. 
Crowe said after the confusion of the 
new semester has ceased, parking fa¬ 
cilities will be assessed and plans 
made according to need. 

For the fall semester 8,070 park¬ 
ing permits were issued. This num¬ 
ber includes both daytime and night¬ 
time students, along with those who 
received two or more for extra ve¬ 
hicles.

Watriss' show focuses on Vietnam legacy

An exhibit entitled “Legacies, 
Photographs of the Vietnam Memo¬ 
rial” by Wendy Watriss opened early 
this month at Tyler Museum of Art. 

“ It is hard to predict the turnout 
for an exhibit, but we hope to have a 
broad appeal to the public and the 
students,” Museum Director Ron 
Gleason said. 

Watriss is a free-lance photojour¬ 
nalist, writer and former television 
journalist. Her photography has been 
displayed across the United States 
and in Europe. 

Her work is included in the collec¬ 
tions of The University of Texas 
Humanities Research Center, the 


Bibliotheque Nationale in Paris, the 
Museum of Fine Arts in Houston and 
Winedale Museum of American 
History at The University of Texas. 

Watriss*s work has also been 
published in numerous magazines: 
Life, The New York Times, 
Newsweek, Time-Life Books, 
Smithsonian Magazine, Christian 
Science Monitor and the Texas 
Observer. 

“Watriss is a strong photographer 
and the exhibit shows the power of 
her work,” Gleason said. 

As a former television journalist, 
Watriss produced and originated 
documentaries on refugees in the 
Sahel region of West Africa, black 
American cowboys, United States 


Vietnam veterans and the effects of 
chemical defoliant Agent Orange, 
rural life in four Texas counties and 
the sanctuary movement for Salva¬ 
doran refugees in the United States. 

Watriss will conduct an informal 
gallery tour and talk about her pho¬ 
tographs of the Vietnam Memorial at 
2 p.m. Oct. 8. 

“The exhibit is really worth see¬ 
ing even if you’re not interested in 
art,” Gleason said." The Memorial is 
unusual and worth seeing." 

The Museum is a non-profit cor¬ 
poration operating for public benefit. 
It is open 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. Tuesday 
through Saturday and 1 p.m. to 5 
p.m. Sunday. Admission is free.

Benefactor Wise dies, legacy to 'live on' 


Although most students did not 
come in personal contact with Wat¬ 
son William Wise, through his lega¬ 
cies to TJC all should know and 
appreciate him. 

Wise died Sept. 9 after a lengthy 
illness. 

“The entire college community 
is saddened by the death of Watson 
W. Wise. He was a great friend to 
Tyler Junior College and the contri¬ 
butions he made will live on,” TJC 
President Dr. Raymond M. Hawkins 
said. 

Survivors include: his wife 
Emma, son William Edward of 
Englewood, Colo., daughter Lou- 
sanne Orr Yandell of Garland, 
nephew William Ranck of Lubbock, 
niece Nella Jan Bay less of Oklahoma 
City and grandchildren Bill Jr. and 
Wendy of Englewood Colo, and Lyle 
and Lynn Yandell of Garland. 

Wise was bom Nov. 4, 1899 in 
Findley, Ohio, and graduated in 1923 
from Yale University. He attended 
Yale Law School for one year. 

His philanthropic work was 
primarily in education and medicine. 

He was on the TJC Board of 
Trustees from 1950 to 1970, serving 
as president from 1956 to 1966. He 
was on the TJC Foundation Board 
when he died. 

He funded the Waston W. and 
Emma Wise Cultural Arts Center and 
Wise Auditorium at TJC. 

Gov. Preston Smith appointed 
Wise to the Coordinating Board, 
Texas Colleges and Universities in 
1969. 

He financed a wing in Yale 
University Library. He served on the 
American Assembly of Columbia 
University and led a seminar at Ox¬ 
ford University in England. He was 
a member of the Southwest Center of 
Advanced Studies, Texas Commis¬ 
sion on Higher Education and Tyler 
Area Chamber of Commerce. 

He received the T.B. Butler

Award as Tyler’s most outstanding 
citizen in 1957 and was Texas Rose 
Festival president. 

Wise gave numerous gifts to 
medicine including eight dialysis 
centers. One is in Tyler at Medical 
Center Hospital in memory of his 
father William W. Wise who died of 
kidney failure in 1946. 

Other dialysis centers are in 
Texarkana, Temple, Denison, Har¬ 
lingen, Paris Texas, Washington 
D.C. and Seoul Korea. 

He also gave emergency serv¬ 
ices units at George Washington 


University Hospital in Washington, 
D.C. and the Scott and White Memo¬ 
rial Hospital’s Critical Care Unit in 
Temple. 

Wise also donated the Watson 
W. Wise Medical Library at Univer¬ 
sity of Texas Center in Tyler in 1984. 

He was a member of UT Health 
Center’s Development Board, the 
Texas Chest Foundation and the 
Southwestern Medical Foundation. 

President Eisenhower ap¬ 
pointed him delegate to the United 
Nations 13th General Assembly in 
1956-1959.

The two-state solution, is not 
only the most prominent answer to 
Middle East uprisings, but it is the 
only vehicle through which peace 
can begin, Mid-East expert Dr. Mi¬ 
chael Hudson said early this month. 
Hudson, professor of Arab studies 
and international relations at Geor¬ 
getown University in Washington , 
D.C., drew a crowd of students and 
citizens with diverse political views, 
at Jean Browne Theatre.
